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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following Inventions Is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims1-10, 21-30. 41-50 and 61-68, drawn to determining a reliability indicator from the 
signals for a first measurement, representing a level of measurement false alarm 
probability for the first measurement, classified in class 342, subclass 451 . 

II. Claims 11-15, 31-35, 51-55, and 69-73, drawn to determining a false alarm indicator 
representing an a prion false alarm probability for each of a plurality of measurements 
and combining them to determine reliability of a position, classified in class 342, subclass 
451. 

III. Claims 16-20, 36-40, 56-60 and 74-78, drawn to eliminating one of a plurality of 
measurements from a position determination using a priori false alarm indicators, 
classified in class 342, subclass 451 . 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be separately 
usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as a position determination method which 
utilizes only instantaneous false alarm readings of to measurements to remove measurements from a 
final position determination. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be separately 
usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as a position determination method which 
combines instantaneous measurements of position and utilizes each of the reliability indicators to provide 
an overall reliability indicator of the position determination. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be separately 
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usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such as a position determination method that 
utilizes all of the measurements regardless of an individual indicator. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate 
status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter as well as the distinctions between 
each separate embodiment as argued by the applicants, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper.
